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Department shall issue a request for proposals from model
private developments that have been designated by the U.S.
Green Building Council, the Congress for the New Urbanism, and
the National Resources Defense Council as achieving LEED-ND
certification. Subject to appropriation, the Department may
offer no more than 3 Green Neighborhood Award Grants for the
reimbursement of up to 1.5% of the total development cost of
the selected projects. No more than one of the 3 eligible Green
Neighborhood Award Grants may be set aside for an applicant
from a municipality with a residential population greater than

1,000,000.™.
